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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 7, 8, 12, 13, 14, 21, 22, 24, 25, 26, 28, 29 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Budnik, U.S. Patent # 6,043,707 (provided by the 
applicants). 

Fig. 8 of Budnik discloses an amplifier comprising: amplifier 6 can be read as a 
power amplifier; circuit 800 except amplifier 6 can be read as a mode selector (see 
spec. col. 3, lines 13-29, col. 4, lines 1-43). 

Regarding claims 2, 3, 22, 25, 29 see spec. col. 4, lines 44-55. 

Regarding claims 8, 24, 28, predistortion circuit 1 can be read as a predistortion 
component. 

Regarding claim 12, feedback path through circuits down mix, 32, 51, 2, 35, 3, up 
mix can be read as a feedback path. 

Regarding claims 13, 14, 26, although Budnik does not mention about using his 
amplifier for a transmitter, a base station, or for transmitting the amplified input signal to 
a receiver, these are just intended use for the amplifier circuit and does not carry any 
patentable weight. 
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Claims 1, 13, 14, 21, 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Midya etal., U.S. Patent #6,1 41 ,541 (provided by the applicants). 

Fig. 1 of Midya et al. discloses a circuit comprising: amplifier 106 can be read as 
a power amplifier; circuit 122 except amplifier 106 can be read as a mode selector. 

Regarding claims 13, 14, 26, see spec. col. 3, lines 35-38. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-6, 9-1 1, 23, 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 15-20 are allowed. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patents # 6,392,484 B1 , # 4,630,315, # 4,446,440 contain 
some limitations of the claimed invention.
